WASHINGTON, ‘Sept. 21. — Karly 
presentation to President Coolidge and 
his legal advisors of a new plan of 
operation for the Government merchant 
fleet was forecast today at the Ship- 
ping Board. It: was emphasized that 
the necessity was apparent for:a de- 
cision which would give national ship- 
ping interests a permanent policy. 

Chairman Farley of the board tele- 
gtaphed a statement from New York to- 
night asserting that inasmuch as the 
plan -to freate spécial corporations for 
ship operation had been declared illegal 
by. Attorney General Daugherty other 
methods would be pursued. It was 
stated at the offices of the board that 
the Attorney General’s action had not 
been entirely umexpécted. and that con- 
siderable work had’ jbeen done on. a sub- 
stitute plan.
